Granite City School Board 
members Tuesday approved a 
grade-promotion policy they predict 
will prove unpopular with parents. 

The policy eliminates ‘‘social’’ 
promotions — moving a student to 
the next grade because his or her 
peers have moved on even though the 
student may be failing academically. 

The board must follow state rules, 
said Granite City School 
Superintendent Steve Balen. 

“It’s an area (in which) we've 
received numerous complaints from 
parents,” he said 

“Parents want (failing students) 
passed on to the next level,’’ Balen 
said, ‘“‘but the state emphatically says 
“no.” 

Students are promoted to the next 
grade or retained based on classroom 
performance, testing and attendance. 
The board is seeking to preserve the 
students’ self-image, initiative and 
desire to continue learning. 

He said the district would know by 
spring just how popular is the state 


“It'S a good policy. I’m glad to see 
the state enacting it,’’ Balen said. 

In other business, Balen reported 
that the district's number of 
substitute teachers is down from 

revious years. This has caused the 
Board to approve new individuals to 
the permanent substitute teacher list 
at almost every poard meeting so far 
this year.

Negative spin 
works in politics 





body ever wants to admit 
it, but negative campaigns 
work 


Politics is a very pragmatic 
science. If something succeeds, 
candidates will use it. And 
negative attacks work so well 
that all candidates in hotly 
contested races use them in 
one way or another. 

Congressman Jerry Weller 
(R-11) is no stranger to nega- 
tivity. Weller is a conservative 
Republican who represents a 
marginally Democratic district 
and manages to keep his job 
with exceptional cunning and 
street smarts. He seems like a 
nice enough sort when you 
meet him, but he’ll tear your 
Political throat out if you’ run 
against him. 

Two years ago, he portrayed 
his opponent, Clem Balanoff, 
as a California hippie. Weller 
sent out direct mail that fea- 
tured peace signs and photos 
of long-haired, stoned-looking 
people with bell bottoms. He 
called his opponent ‘California 
Clem” and he beat Balanoff, 
who worked as a political con. 
sultant in California for a few 
years, by 7,500 votes 


Weller also told voters Bal- 
anoff had voted to make the 
temporary surcharge to the 
state income tax permanent 
when Balanoff had actually 
voted against that bill and 
Weller voted for it. 


Not long ago, Weller’s spo- 
kesperson criticized his current 
opponent for supporting Presi- 
dent Clinton, who he referred 
to as a ‘‘sex addict.’ That sort 
of campaign language almost 
opens the door for the other 
side. 

It was only a couple of 
weeks before the other shoe 
dropped. Weller’s opponent, 
Gary Mueller, challenged him 
the other day’to sign an ‘‘affi- 
davit of integrity.’’ By signing 
the affidavit, Weller would be 
swearing he had never cheated 
on, nor abused, his ex-wife; 
never engaged in a homosexu- 
al act, never taken drugs and 
had never been convicted of a 
felony. 

Weller, of course, refused to 
sign, rightly claiming this was 
the act of a desperate man. 
Indeed, Mueller is desperate. 
He has run an _ otherwise 
athetic campaign so far and 
asn’t been ‘able to raise more 
than a few bucks on his own 








But Mueller wouldn’t have 
considered using such a tactic 
against a guy who had always 
taken the high road. Some- 
times what goes around comes 
around — twice as hard. 


And that’s why things are 
going to get mighty bloody in 
the 116th state House District 
in southern Illinois. A couple of 
weeks ago, state Rep. Dan 
Reitz’s opponent, Bruce Brown 
(R-Chester), accused him of 
supporting a very controversial

Jandfill. Brown’s radio ads and 
direct mailers even refer to 
Reitz as ‘‘Danfill.”’ 

Reitz (D-Steeleville) denies 
ever supporting the project 
and has shot back with a-‘com- 
mercial defending himself 


For good measure, Retiz 
also began airing another ad 
accusing Brown of being the 
sole contributor to a local sher- 
iff candidate who ended up in 
jail for arson. The sheriff can- 
didate’s two top advisors were 
also convicted of arson 


Both sides assure me they’re 
prepared to escalate this nega- 
tivity as far as it takes. It’s 
expected to be the nastiest 
state legislative race this year.

Police found no trace of the animal, but 
Director of Police Bennett Dickmann said he 
would ask state wildlife Officials to investigate 
the incident, the third reported in the 
Edwardsville area this year 

Customers and employees of the New You 
Salon, 622 Franklin Ave., said they saw the big 
Cat about 9:15 a.m. Oct.’s and,watched it for 
several minutes 


“The police didn’t believe it,” said salon 
owner Brenda Edgeworth, who was one of the 
witnesses. ‘‘But we did see it. It was there.” 

A total of five people, including Edgeworth, an 
employee and three customers, told police they 
Saw the animal inside the fence around thé 
Illinois Power natural gas monitoring station, 
just northeast of the intersection of Franklin and 
madifon avenues 

“T think it was a young cougar,” said Wayne 
Ayers, 39, of Pontoon Beach, & hair Stylist at 
the salon who said he has séen cougars in the 
wild in Wisconsin. “It sure wasn't a house cat.”* 

Ayers said he was cutting the hair of a 
customer, a firefighter with the Edwardsville 
Fire Department, who was the first to spot the 
animal near the large tower that carries power 
lines adjacent to the IP facility 

“He noticed it out the window across the lot.”’ 
Ayers said. “It started walking toward the 
Illinois Power thing and went through a fap in 
the gate, then walked around behin: the shed.” 

The firefighter, who declined to comment 
about the incident; called Police to report the 
sighting. Meanwhile, Ayers walked outside to 
get a closer look, 

“I saw it walk into the corner of the fenced 
area,”’ he said, estimating he approached to 
within 40 yards of the animal.

Gray was brought to the jail a 
few weeks ago after spending 
the last 20 years in prison for 
the rape, attempted murder

Lung Association of Southwestern Illinois. 
Director Karen Lanter, a Collinsville resident, 
told the media that too many communities stili 
allow leaf-burning and that restrictions are 
ineffective 

“‘When burning is allowed, people will 
burn ... and they will create unhealthy situa- 
tions for their ‘neighbors,’’ Lanter said 

Laura Black said that certainly is the case in 
her Granite City neighborhood where she des- 
perately tries to-shield her 6-year-old daughter, 
Mikaela, from smoke. Mikaela has had respira- 
tory problems since she was 6 months old. She 
was diagnosed with asthma a year later. 

Some of the problems that trigger Mikaela’s 
more violent attacks, like viral infections, are 
things the child can outgrow. ‘‘But she can 
never outgrow or become immune to the 
effects of leaf-burning,’’ Black said. ‘‘Attacks 
caused by smoke are always more intense.” 

Dr. V. Mohan, a Belleville pulmonary spe- 
cialist, said he has seen a steady increase in 
visits to the emergency room by asthma suffer- 
ers during his 16 years of practice. This is 
particularly true in the fall, he said

One reason that smoke from burning leaves 
is such a hazard is that, unlike other pollut- 
ants, it is generated at ground level. 

“The pollution hangs around lower and lon- 
ger,”” Mohan said. $ 

George Bridgewater of Highland, a Master 
Gardener with the University of Illinois Exten- 
sion Service, said that while leaves do need to 
be picked up, they don’t need to be burned. 

Instead, he suggested creating a compost 
pile. Leaves can gathered in a pile with 
other yard debris, such as_ grass clippings, 

referably in a shady place. In fact, grass will 
Felp the pile break down faster, he said. _ 

“‘Let nature take over and do its thing,” 
Bridgewater said. ‘‘Over a_ period of time, 
nature will decompose this pile you've collect- 
ed.”” 

The result of the decomposing pile is a natu- 
ral fertilizer rich in nutrients. It’s an ideal 
product for vegetable plants, Bridgewater said. 

Several communities, including Collinsville, 
Granite City, Edwardsville, Madison, Scott Air 
Force Base and Valmeyer, have banned leaf- 
burning. In most of those communities, yard 
waste pick-up is available from waste haulers 
for an additional fee. Granite City even has a 
drop-off site.

Recently a man contacted this office and 
indicated that his teenage son was involved in an 
automobile accident. Subsequent to the accident, 
the insurance company had contacted the father and 
indicated that there was a possibility there was no 
insurance coverage on the vehicle at the time of the 
accident. 

In this particular case, the insurance agent had 
contacted the father on the day before the accident 
and asked if he was aware that the automobile 
insurance would lapse at midnight. The father had 
not been aware of this since he had relied upon the 
son to make the premium payment. The agent 
indicated that if the premium was dropped through 
the office door before midnight that there would be a 
continuation of coverage. This was in fact done. 

Shortly after 9 a.m. on the following day, one of 
the father’s children was driving the vehicle in 
question and had a three-car accident. The father 
called the insurance agent from the accident scene 
and confirmed that the insurance was in force. 





this case was that the insurance payment was not 
posted until the next morning, and therefore the 
policy did lapse. The father argued that he followed 
the course of action indicated by the agent, that the 
payment was made before midnight, and therefore 
the insurance should remain in force. 

The question in this case is whether the 
controlling fact should be when the payment was 
made or when the payment was posted. It is 
important to note that this insurance agent was a 
captive agent, meaning that he worked only for this 
company. Therefore, he had the authority to bind 
the company-to insurance’ coverage. Had these 
representations been made by an independent 
broker, the result may have been different. 

Eventually, the insurance adjuster contacted this 
office had indicated that the company had decided 
to accept coverage with regard\to the accidentin 
question. One controlling fact\was that payment 
had been posted at 9:05 a.m-#he day after the 
accident, and accident itself did not happen untit 
9:08 a.m. Even if-this had not been the case, 
however, strong arguments could have been made 
for coverage on the vehicle.

Steelworker, 55, dies 


GRANITE CITY — A steelworker died Satur- 
day after suffering third-degree burns in an 


Joseph Morelock, 55, of Granite City died 





at 5:10 a.m. Saturday, becoming the second 
man in 1998 to die from an accident at the 
plant. 

A formal investigation was to be conducted 
Monday afternoon, said company representa 
tive Bob Maxwell. He said plant officials do 
not know exactly what happened. 

All findings are considered preliminary until 
the Occupational Safety and Health. Adminis- 
tration investigates the incident. 

What they do know, Maxwell said, Is that 
Morelock, employed as a keeper on the B 
blast furnace, was involved with a casting 
operation Friday evening. As he and co- 
workers were preparing to cast, Morelock 
was standing in front of an open hole in the 
furnace, and was apparently hit with a blast 
of hot air or burning gases. 

Morelock was the second man to die from 
an-accident at the“Granite City Division in 
the past seven months. Samuel J. Burch, 46, 
died in April after he was caught between 
the belt and the structure of a shut-down 
conveyor on which he was working. His was 
the first death in almost a decade at the 
plant. 

In September, OSHA fined Granite City 
Steel $70,000, claiming safety violations 
resulted in Burch’s death. Maxwell said Mon- 
day that plant officials are contesting 
OSHA's citations.

In wanting to annex the land, near Inter- 
state 270 and Illinois 3, city officials are pre- 
pared to extend an existing tax increment 
financing district and abate $25,000 in taxes 
to the property owner. 

Glenn Riechmann — owner of Riechmann 
Transport Inc., 3328 W. Chain of Rocks Road, 
and of much of the land in question — has 
entered a pre-annexation agreement with the 
city. After learning of the annexation plans, 
Brown said, other property owners in the 
area asked to be annexed into the city under 
the same terms as Riechmann's. 

With the Old Chain of Rocks Bridge 
becoming a biking ‘trail and walking trail, he 
said, city officials can see in the. future a 
fine hotel and possibly a Route 66 museum 
sitting on the valuable commercial property. 





Walgreens site test 


proves inconclusive 


GRANITE CITY — The decade-long effort to 
bring a second Walgreens to Granite City hit 
a temporary setback when soil tests came 
back last week as inconclusive. . 

Environmental tests for petrol products 
were necessary because the property, at 
Madison Avenue and 20th Street, once held a 
Glark gas station. 

On Friday, city engineers were at the site 
to initiate a second Independent test on the 
site’s. ground water. 

If any product shows up in the test, finan- 
cial lenders for Hurwitz Development Co. of 
Springfield may hesitate at the expensive 
prospect of cleaning the property, said Dan 
Brown, the city’s economic development 
director. Although the site had been cleaned 
once before, tests revealed gasoline In 
groundwater in nearby properties. 

The developer has plans to build a 14,000- 
square-foot store, first proposed in 1987.
